WASHINGTON, ‘July 28.—A re- 


lief loan of $3,000,000 to Illinois

Atlee Pomerene today discussed 
with President Hoover the duties of 
his new post as chairman of the 
board of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mills 
and Charles Miller, regional direc- 
tor for the corporation's activities 
in the New York Giaterct, joined in 
the conference. 

President Hoover today appoint- 
‘ed Charlies A. Miller of Utica, N. 
T., as the seventh director of the 
Reconstruction Corporation, there- 
by filling the directorate. 

The appointment followed an 
extraerdinary meeting of the di- 
rectors of the corporation in the 
White House.

Pomerene said he would spend 
the day in conference with his new

“Some 6000 took advantage |- 


of this arrangement and have 
returned to their homes. An 
examination of a large number 
of names discloses the fact that 
a considerable part of those re- 
maining are not veterans; many 
are Communists and persons 
with criminal records. 

“The veterans amongst these 
numbers are no doubt unaware 
of the character of their com- 
panions and are being led into 
violence which no government 
can tolerate. 

“I have asked the Attorney- 

General to investigate the whole 
incident and to co-operate: with 
the district civil authorities in 
such measures against leaders 
and rioters as may be neces- 
sary.”

Perkins told reporters’, after he 
had finished his statement, that he 
had in mind the failure of the 
commission to provide a rate struc- 
ture which would insure the rail- 
roads an adequate return. This 
and other points would be devel- 
oped, he said, at a hearing to be 
held by the committee next month 
at South Bend, Ind.

PARIS, July 28.—Disarmament 
constitutes the basis for co-opera- 
tion between the United States and 
Europe, Ambassador Walter E. 
Edge told Premier Edouard Her- 
riot yesterday when he paid a 
courtesy call on his return from 
Washington. 

The Embassy announced that 
the conversation. between the Am- 
bassador and the Premier covered 
Franco-American relations gener- 
ally, but did not include war debts. 

Americans feel keenly about dis- 
armament, Edge told Herriot, and 
if Europe wants Ameri@an aid dis- 
arming would be good prepara- 
tion for it. 

“Mr. Edge, upon his return from 
the United States, paid a courtesy 
call on Mr. Herriot accompanied 
by Norman Armour, counselor to 
the. Embassy,” said an official 
communique, 

“The Ambassador told the Pre- 
mier of his pleasure at the re- 
sults obtained at Lausanne and 
Geneva. 

M. Herriot expressed satisfac- 
tion at having had an opportunity 


to work in the spirit of loyal 
co-operation with the American 
delegation at Geneva to give the 
greatest possible practical effect 
to the specific desires of President 
Hoover.” 

“Mr. Edge was pleased to rec- 
ognize in the work already accom- 
plished an encouraging indication 
of the helpful effect which active 
and mutually confiding collabora- 
tion of the two peoples could have 
in the future.“ 

High French officials had been 
awaiting Edge's return and, al- 
though it was officially stated 
that war debts had not been dis- 
eussed, the opinion was expressed 
that this problem could not be 


avoided much longer.
